THE KING CAN DO NO WRONG. 


Neither Can He Ever Die, According to 


British Law. 


It te a curious polut of British law 


that the king never dies, or, to put it 
in another way. it would be useless for 
any barrister to argue that the ruler's 
predecessors have really died, since the 
utmost the law will admit Is that there 
may be a "demise of the crown," mean- 
ing, of course, simply that there has 
been a transfer of the royal authority 
from one person to another. 


It la a maxim that "the king can do 


no wrong," and under the law he 
would not be held personally responsi- 
ble for any crime or "tort" that he 
chose to commit at any time. At any 
rate, we are assured by high constitu- 
tional authorities that the law should 
actually and literally be so construed 
and that the statutes hold that any in- 
jury his majesty might Inflict upon a 
subject must be ascribed to the king's 
advisers. One thing seems to be cer- 
tain, and that is that his majesty can 
under no circumstances whatsoever be 
arrested. 
Nor, moreover, could his 


'goods be distrained or taken in execu- 
tion should he fail to meet his liabili- 
ties. 


A quaint feature of British law is 


that in theory the king is present at 
the law court at every sitting, though 
he might in point of fact actually be on 
the continent or elsewhere. It follows, 
therefore, that it is impossible to non- 
suit him as plaintiff should he not put 
in an appearance when hia case ia 
called, since the law specifically states 
that the king is there. In a similar 
sense the king is always constructively 
present in parliament, though he be 
ia fact thousands of miles from his 
shores. 


His majesty is under the law the 


nominal guardian of all Infants, idiots 
and lunatics, and. to him is granted 
the sole right to print the Bible, the 
Book of Common Prayer and all acts 
of parliament In the United King- 
dom. It has been stated, furthermore, 
that should he so desire the king could 
forbid the printing of any or all of 
them anywhere within his dominions.

San Bernardino 
Paper Admits Con-: 


siderable Damage to Oranges and 


Advocates Smudging. 


The San Bernardino Sun has been' 


very frank in admitting considerable 
damage to the orange crop from the 
frost of Christmas morning, but it is 
also very optimistic over the good re- 
sults of smudging. Discussing that 
matter editorially, the Sun says: 


Orchards 
equipped for smudging 


would prevent loss in the ordinary 
cold snap, and the Sun opines that 
a very large part of the citrus dis- 
trict in Southern California is finally 
coming to exactly that basis. If it is 
true that the frost of Christmas morn- 
ing caught 25 per cent of the crop, 
the loss on that fruit alone would pro- 
bably equip every orchard in exposed 
territory. And with all owners pro- 
ducing artificial heat, they could for- 
get their worries. That thing is al- 
ready being done on a more or less 
extensive scale. The great Teague cit- 
rus nurseries at Santa Paula, more 
than 200 acres of them, burned oil 
all during the cold snap, and it is said 
that not a lemon leaf shows a mark 
of the frost. The magnificent Chap- 
man orchards at Fullerton, which com- 
mand the top price in every orchard 
in America, were similarly protected. 


Even the apple orchardists are com- 


ing to the same plan in the moun- 
tains, where a late frost in the spring 
kills the buds. S. B. Wright of this 
city has 20 acres in Swartout canyon, 
on the north side of Old Baldy, in ap- 
ple orchard, and by means of a com- 
prehensive system of oil burners 
throughout his orchard, has raised the 
temperature 10 degrees when the cold 
threatened. 


The results of smudging in River- 


side, where the work was done on a 
scale to cover any considerable terri- 
tory, 
fully 
confirm 
the 
optimistic 


views of the Sun. 
The expense of 


fitting up an orchard for protection is 
considerable, it is true, but the in- 
vestment is trifling compared with 
the value of a single crop. And the 
fruit does not have to be badly chilled 
to cut the protfls down; even slight 
traces of frost will reduce the grade 
of the fruit and cut the size of returns 
materially. The Press took occasion 
on the day following the cold snap 
to urge systematic and general pre- 
paration for smudging, and in the light 
of the experience of other communi 
ties, such as are referred to by the 
Sun, 
we desire to urge the matter 


again on the attention of our orange 
growers. 


This time it is too late; but there 


is no excuse for being caught unpre- 
pared again. It may be five years, or 
ten years, before we have any such 
weather again; but we do get cold 
nights like that once in a while, and 
the only sensible thing is for every- 
body to be ready to fire up when they

Speakers Talk Intelligently On This 


Subject At Sessions of W. C. T. 


U. On Tuesday. 


For the purpose of educating the 


women voters of Covina city and 
country in matters of civil govern- 
ment where they touch upon the mor- 
al issues, the Covina W.C.T.U. held 
an afternoon and evening program in

One of the strong addresses of the 


afternoon was delivered by Mrs. Al- 
bert Sherer of the Covina Union, who 
spoke on the general machinery of 
government found in such a city as 
Covina. She explained the reason for 
the city of Covina being rated as in 
the sixth class, and gave a clear idea 
to the audience of the various elec- 
tive and appointive offices, bringing 
out the fact that an important elec- 
tion is to come in the Spring, at which 
the ladies will have an opportunity 
to vote for their choice of officials. 


Mrs. 
Austin Warner of the Covina 


Union gave an interesting paper on 
the ordinances in force in Covina re- 
lating to the sale of liquor and gam- 
bling. Covina has never had licensed 
saloons, and of late years the gam- 
bling element has gradually been elim- 
inated. 


Mrs. Bingam, president of the Azusa 


union, and Mrs. J. A. Jones of the 
Glendora union, both spoke on the 
subject of liquor ordinances in these 
adjoining towns. 


A speaker of more than usual in- 


terest was Mrs. Mary Garbut of Los 
Angeles, who took as 
her 
subject: 


"Leglislation For The Unprotected." 
She brought out the point that there 
is a great need for closer touch with 
young girls and children, who are in 
the class that have little or no home 
protection. 


There were about seventy-five who 


sat down to a bountiful supper of cold 
meats and salads, prepared by a corps 
of ladies under the supervision of Mrs. 
Joe Heath. In the evening, the pro- 
gram had a number of interesting 
speakers.

Not once, but year after year, has Covina demonstrated that the 


frost does not damage the fruit in this valley. 
Great and successful 


orange districts lie all around us, but these districts do not enjoy the 
immunity from frost that does the Covina valley. We speak of this 
fact in exactly the same manner as a merchant will lay just claims 
for a fabric that he knows to be superior to the fabric carried in stock 
by his competitors. To boast that we have a frostless orange and 
lemon district is not an idle boast. It is merely a fact that we must 
use as an asset in order that our land values shall be greater, and our 
community a little more desirable than other beautiful and prosperous 
places in a beautiful and prosperous state. 


When the result of the Christmas freeze became known, and it was 


determined that no frost damage had been done the fruit in the 
Covina valley, while all other Southern California districts suffered 
materially, one Covina rancher said that the freeze had raised land 
values in Covina one hundred'dollars an acre. Again, this is not idle 
boasting, but a business fact. There is a peculiarly local condition 
in the Covina valley, a topographical condition, that explains the 
reason why we are free from frost. 
The mountains on the north, and 


the foothills encircling us on the south and southwest, make of this 
valley a natural hot-bed in the summer, and render us free from the 
extremes of winter. Travel either east or west a few miles, and the 
climate is different. 
But in the communities known as Covina, 


Azusa, Glendora, Charter Oak, San Dimas and Irwindale, the frost 
does not strike hard. Oranges and lemons have been raised here for 
over thirty years, and they have not been damaged by frost. 
Oranges 


from the districts named arc bringing the highest prices in the east- 
ern markets at this present writing. If Covina were the only orange 
district in California, the question of frost damage would never be 
raised. 
__ 


Are We Better Than The Romans? 


Duels are no longer allowed in the United States; a person may not 


attempt suicide without breaking the law, and aviators should be 
restrained from butchering themselves to make an American holiday. 


Science is always accompanied by the Grim Reaper in some form. 


The courage of men has made possible the advancement of the race. 
Courage and foolhardiness, however, are so different that one is a 
natural and necessary human attribute, and the other has been con- 
demned since the world began. If men will advertise to kill them- 
selves in public, an arena will always be supplied, and a morbid, 
blood-loving public will come to see. So well is this known that the 
managers of the aviation meet in Los Angeles have plastered Southern 
California with lurid posters, telling of the "death-defying dive 
through space," and other thrilling performances. It may be stretch- 
ing a point to say that, if the day goes by, and an aviator is not 
killed, the public is disappointed. 
But it could not but be noticed, 


as is the case generally, that the death of the aviator at Dominguez 
Field this week was the subject of excited and spirited conversation, 
rather than a matter over which to express horror. 


The air is not conquered yet. 
Trying for altitudes in the crude 


machines noA^ used to fly in, is foolhardy, and should be* prohibited 
by law. 
Few aviation accidents have happened excepting at times 


•when the aviator was satisfying the public with a particularly dan- 
gerous feat. 
People who support sueh performances by their pres- 


ence should remember, after a fatality, that it was their desire for a 
thrilling entertainment that contributed to ...the accident, and that, 
they, the people, are culpable. The state of California should make 
it possible to put managers and participate in prison who allow or 
perform feats in the air that have such a great percentage of chance 
for the destruction of human life. 
Foolhardiness does not advance 


the interests of science, and a death under such conditions is but. loss 
without gain. 


Keeping Water In The Soil. 


More thought is being given to the question of distributing water 


for irrigation purposes. Like many other subjects, it has "been a 
deep-rooted idea that the last word was said about water distribution 
years ago. when the Covina company was being formed, but now, as 
the local irrigating company finds itself each year more plentifully 
supplied with water, the question as to whether the run every thirty 
days is the best that can be done, is being brought up. and the result 
will undoubtedly be that a radical and beneficial change will be 
made, always remembering that such changes cannot be brought 
about until the system has been carefully prepared for the change. 


When the irrigation waters first began to flow toward Covina in 


the old ditch, it was laid down as law by an old-time attorney, that, 
because of the agreement made with and for the committee of nine 
(these being the original controllers of the water supply) the water 
runs should bfe regulated as near to thirty days apart as possible 
during the irrigating months. That this agreement is not an iron- 
clad rule, and not even a rule, is understood by some of the thinkers 
within the Covina company, and, with more water to supply, there 
is a desire being manifested to supply it at more proper times, to 
supply it oftener, and when the ranches need it. 
Covina orchard 


conditions have changed absolutely in the last twenty years. 


Although few have delved into the question, the time is approaching 


•when irrigation in the Covina valley will become more of a practical 
science, or the Covina groves will be confronted with such conditions 
as have caused all the talk of late about the deterioration of the 
orange tree. In the older sections, there is no question but that the 
orange tree has gone back. We do not need to make the mistake of 
older orangt- lixalities, especially when Ave have the means by which 
we may apply a constant, practical science to the culture of oranges. 


There are groves in Covina that suffer every month in the year 


because the water is wrongly applied. The seventy-two hour'run 
on sandy soil drenches the earth in which the orange tree feeds, but, 
a very large proportion of the water is lost in subterranean drainage, 
while the top, which is the only vital point, is allowed to dry out and 
leave the orange tree to famish until the next seventy-two hour 
deluge. 
The moisture content of the soil is a great question to which 


practical growers in Covina are awakening. If the moisture is in- 
efficient, not any. or little bacteriological action can take place. With- 
ont the natural action of bacteria, the fertilizer placed at big expense 
in the soil, is only active for that brief space of time when the \vater 
content is at a favorable point. Long days of inaction in the soil 
results. Not enough water is found in the soil of two-thirds of the 
orchards examined. If the investigator goes into the orchard just 
after the monthly irrigation, he finds the ground soggy, but the 
condition, in sandy soil, as the common schoolboy knows, precludes 
the possibility of that moisture remaining. 


The present system of irrigation gorges the soil \vith fund for a 


few days, and for many days it is obliged to fast. 
The older srnives 


show this plainly. 
For this ivason, because of the added water sup- 


ply which we have recently acquired, it is gratifying to know that 
the ones who have the success of the industry at heart, are striving 
to fix upon a system that will more properly maintain the moisture 
content at a point where the tree will continue to feed night and day 
•without an interim when the earth is made inoperative through a lack 
of proper water mixture. The n 
1 for change is imperative, and the 


rreult of an intelligent change will bring added profits to the citrus 
growers.

Jerusalem As Seen 


By A Covina Traveler 


Around the world on his own Itiner- 


ary, and on his own resources, Alfred 
Fletcher, the elder son of the Rev. 
Alfred Fletcher of the Covina Hob- 
Trinity church, has finally reached the 
city of Jerusalem, after having spent 
much profitable time in Honolulu, the 
cities of China and Japan, and many 
other interesting places. He has writ- 
ten fifty-two letters to his father, and 
they are all travelogues of merit. 
Young Fletcher speaks in one letter 
of the peculiar conditions in Jerusa- 
lem, 
particularly of the fact that dif- 


ferent Christian creeds have set up 
different places and designated them 
as the "Garden of Gethsemane," etc., 
so that there are two places called by 
this name in the Holy City, as also 
two "Calvarys." A letter in which he 
speaks of arriving in Jerusalem on 
Christmas eve, is printed below: 


Before leaving Egypt we took a trip 


to Memphis, the oldest city in the 
country, and to Sakara, where he saw 
eleven pyramids, including the famous 
step pyramid. On this trip, part of 
which we walked, we came across 
many 
Egyptian 
children—all dirty, 


most of them with sore eyes; indeed^ 
half the population seems to be afflict- 
ed with eye trouble. These children 
are the most unkept crowd I ever saw. 
Flies congregate on their faces by the 
dozens, and the youngsters make no 
effort to keep them off. 


On our return to the train we each 


arranged 
with laborers for 
camel 


rides. My man thought he was clever, 
and gave me a ride for a piastre (5 
cents), but when I was mounted, de- 
manded a shilling before he would let 
me off, and after an argument with 
him, 
which gave me time to expert- 


to spend Christmas eve. The bankers, 
gas merchants, etc., got a taste of 
discomfort which did me good to aee. 
I was sorry for the ladies, who showed 
great courage.

We visited the museum in Cairo. 


It contains many stone tombs, cof- 
fins and monuments. There are also 
many monuments of kings of early 
Egypt, and we saw, among others, the 
stiff of Rameses II., one of the great- 
est of the ancient Egyptian kings, who 
lived about 1300 B. C. 


After scrambling out of bed, dress- 


ing, packing, paying our bill and going 
a mile to the station—all this In 30 
minutes—we left Cairo in the morn- 
ing of Dec. 21st for Port Said., a cos- 
mopolitan place of 40,000 people at 
the western entrance of the Suez ca- 
nal. 
That same day we sailed for 


Jaffa. 
We arrived there in the morn- 


ing, but on account of the heavy sea, 
•we were unable to land, and after 
waiting a day we sailed for Haifa 
The steamship company had the brass 
to give us a bill for the extra day. 
"Rich" and I kicked, and several other 
passengers followed, and we got ofl 
•without paying. 


We arrived off the shore Of Haifa 


the next morning, and were rowed 
ashore. 
Here we 
were 
cornered. 


There is no railroad from Haifa to 
any place near Jerusalem, and we 
either had to give up the trip or rent 
a wagon for two days to Jaffa, and 
thence by train to Jerusalem, at $10 
per day from Thos. Cook. As it would 
have been a matter of regret for the 
rest of our lives if we missed Jerusa- 
lem, 
we put ourselves in Cook's hands 


and along with thirty other passen- 
gers, started on a fifty mile ride. This 
la the flrst time we have fallen into 
Thos. Cook's hands, and I hope it will 
be the last. They are expensive peo- 
ple, and only plutocrats deal with 
them. 


Haifa is a small village situated on 


the slopes of Mount Carmel, on the 
summit of which is a monastery, said 
to be erected over the cave where 
Elijah sought shelter from Ahab. 


After travelling all day over the 


worst of roads, mud and stones, I have 
ever seen, we arrived at Zamarine 
where we put up for the night. There 
were ten wagons in our caravan car- 
rying thirty people, over half of whom 
were Americans, among them being 
Mr. and Mrs. Gooding, prominent peo- 
ple of Los Angeles; Mr. and Mrs. 
Ryan, wealthy Chicagoans; Rev. Dr! 
Rosedale, a prominent English church- 
man, 
and a Pentecost preacher who 


rode with "Rich" and me, and who 
said that the theater, dancing, base- 
ball and football were the works of the 
devil. There were many others, but 
tnese were the most interesting We 
arose at 2 a.m. the next morning, and 
after a rotten breakfast, left Zama- 
rine at 3:30 and continued our trip 
through the Plain of Sharon. It was 
one of the roughest trips I ever ex- 
perienced. The rain came down in 
torrents; there was no road part of 
the way, and when there was it was 
muddy and full of ruts and stones. 
we had two exciting points in the 
trip. First, one wagon became stuqk 
in the mud, and aftr-r an hour's work 
it was removed only after six or more 
horses were 
fairly well exhausted 


struggling, pulling, falling down in 
the mud up to their bellies in the ef- 
fort. The next point was when we had 
to ford a stream which came up to the 
horses' backs and into the beds of

INSPECTING FIRE APPARATUS. 


Heads Of Covina Company Make Trip 


To Other Cities—Better Equip- 


ment Is Needed. 


For the purpose of getting a lim 


on what other towns of the sixtl 
class are doing toward the protection 
of the property-holders against fire 
Chief Frank Kendall and Asslstan 
Chief Frank Johnson of the Covina 
Volunteer fire department have made 
trips to Porterville, and' other cities 
where the apparatus of these cities 
har been inspected. Frank Johnson 
has just returned "from his trip to 
Pprterville, and was much impressed 
with the efficiency of the system as 
shown him. 
• The Covina citizens, hacked by the 
desire of the fire department to do 


. efficient work, are thinking over a 


matter of getting better equipment 
in case the water pressure in the city 
does not come up to the mark where 
efficiency can be expected in fight 
ing fires. The city council has pre 
pared an ordinance for its first read 
ing, which will compel the water pres 
sure to be maintained at a certain 
point, but there are many, it is said 
who believe that the city should in 
vest 
in 
apparatus 
that 
can 
be 


thoroughly depended upon, whatever 
the water pressure conditions may 
be. 


The machine which seems to be 


in the forefront of conjecture, is the 
combination automobile truck and en 
gine. This machine is now in success 
ful operation in Los Angeles and other 
cities. The same engine that is driven 
by gasoline in the manner of ordinary 
automobiles, is connected with the 
pumps, and throws a heavy stream 
of water. The advantage which Co 
vina property-holders would have in 
owning this machine would lie in the 
fact that it can be connected with a 
private cistern or reservoir outside 
the city limits, and if such a machine 
was purchased, 
> the 
property-holders 


on the outside of the city might be 
induced to share in the expense. 


The firemen will soon be installed 


in the new fire and jail building on 
College street, where they will fit up 
a room for their own convenience. 


"DOLLY LOSES HER 
LIFE." 


Crazed Horse Rushes Into Burning 


Stable in Spite of Efforts to 


Save Her. 


"Dolly," the -pet bay horse belonging 


to C- H. Kietl'er, an animal that was 
a familiar sight for several years aboul 
town, lost her life in a fierce blaze 
that destroyed the Kistler stable at 
twelve o'clock Saturday night. 
Her 


owner was badly burned about the 
face and on the hands because of his 
desperate attempt to get the animal 
from the corral. 


The Kistler stable was in the rear 


of the house occupied by Mr. Kistler 
on College street, near the Methodist 
church. 
Mr. Kistler thinks that the 


fire was caused by a smouldering cig- 
arette, thrown down by some person 
passing through the alley earlier in 
the evening. The stable was a mass 
of flames when the owner was awak- 
ened. The horse was in the corral 
outside the barn, and Mr. Kistler at- 
tempted to tear down the enclosure, 
and if he had had a little more time, 
would have saved his horse, but as 
the flames became fiercer, the horse 
became crazed by the pain of burns 
and rushed into the burning building. 
The stable was completely destroyed, 
including a ton of hay, harnesses and 
other property. 


A cow belonging to Mr. Kistler was 


led away from the fire and suffered 
no injury. The volunteer fire depart- 
ment responded to the alarm, and 
succeeded in confining the fire to the 
Kistler stable, although the alley was 
crowded with small.buildings and sta- 
bles. Several houses in the vicinity 
were threatened. 


The Kistler family felt very sorrow 


ful over the loss of the horse, as the 
animal had been a pet of the family 
The origin of the fire will probably 
remain a mystery. The owner does 
not believe that it could have been 
caused by tramps, and is not inclined 
to believe that it was incendiary.

DOWNING STREET, LONDON. 


It Bears the Name of a Clever Man 


From Massachusetts. 


Downing street, London, where are 


tlio British colonial and foreign offices 
and the official residence of the firs 
lord of the treasury and where cnblne 
councils are held, perpetuates the name 
of a clever man from Massachusetts. 
Those were the days before the Fourth 
of July had any significance In Ameri 
can annals, and George Downing, the 
first scholar In the first public school in 
Massachusetts and the first graduate 
sent out by Harvard college, came to 
England and became a chaplain In 
Cromwell's army. 


By a remarkable stroke of fortune 


he was sent to represent England at 
The Hague when Europe was trem 
bllng before Oliver, and during three 
distinct eras in England's history he 
held the office of British ambassador 
at the Dutch court He was as popu 
lar or as clever under the Merry Mon 
arch as under the protector and the 
commonwealth, and It came to pass In 
the reign of Charles IL that the man 
from Massachusetts was granted a 
great tract of land at Westminster, 
where he built huge mansions and laic 
out Downing street 


To this day Downlng's street Is 


Downing street still, and. though 
George Downing Is forgotten, tbjere Is 
no name In the British empire which 
Is -jaore familiar to us than his.—St

GREEN TURTLES. 


The Youngsters Have • Perilous Tim* 


After Being Hatched. 


Concerning the great turtles of the 


southwest Indian ocean a traveler 
aaya: "The cbelonian, or green turtle 
(Chelone mydas), Is an nntmni ot con- 
siderable economic Importance to the 
atoll, tor It still ocean In tbe vast 
hordes which are so often described 
by early 
voyagers In tbe tropics. 


There appear to be two distinct groups 
—one resident and small In numbers, 
the other migratory and visiting the 
atoll to breed In nnmbers Impossible 
to estimate. 


"The latter arrives in December, and 


from then to April the sea seems alive 
with turtles. The females seek the 
small sand beaches and then ascend 
them with the rising tide, pushing 
themselves laboriously above high tide 
mark. Holes are then dag in the sand 
by means of the fore flippers until a 
satisfactory one is obtained,, and tbe 
eggs, 200 In number, are buried, the 
turtle returning to sea immediately. 


"After forty days the eggs hatch 


almost simultaneously, and the young 
turtles dig their way up out of the 
sand and go down to tbe sea In a long 
procession, in the course of which they 
offer an easy prey to their enemies, 
the .frigate birds and herons. Once in 
the sea, sharks and other large fish 
eat them, and only 10 per cent reach 
maturity."—Chicago News.
